US 6,300,687 to Bertin et al discloses that a connecting element 55, with a stem between two ends, is 
crossing over between first and second electronic components, and connecting each contact pad of 
the first and second electronic components [Figs. 18-20]. US 2003/010713 1 to Higashi et al discloses 
flexible wire bondings or connecting elements 12 that join together first and second contact pads of 
electronic components [Fig. 8 and page 4]. However, none of the cited arts teaches or suggests, inter 
alia, that connecting elements comprise means to prevent any materials fi-om migrating away from 
joints at the ends of the connecting elements towards the center of the connecting elements along the 
stem of the connecting elements , and/or fi-om attaching themselves to the stems.
